I ment figures released here today by 
Postmaster C. A 
W illiams reveal

of their respective classes in the sale 
of United States savings bonds dur­ 
ing the year from September 
I, 
1936. to August SI, 1937. 


Among the 85 first class offices in 
the state, Gettysburg ranked 21st on 
a list where the offices were ar­ 
ranged according to per capita sales 
of tile bonds 
The figures show that 
a total of $41,400 in bonds was sold 
here during that 12-month period, 
with the $100 bond unit being the 
most popular denomination here as 
well as over the nation. 


Gettysburg Leads Nearby Towns 
Gettysburg outranked 
offices in 
several nearby towns. Carlisle stood 
4Isl on the list and Hanover 31st. 
The Waynesboro office ranked sec­ 
ond in tile state and was topped 
in per capita sales only by W ashing­ 
ton, 
Pa. 
The York 
office ranks 
27th on the list.

with the first ten fourth class post 
offices in the nation in bond sales.

$25,577,200 as compared with New

A new government crisis seemed 
in the making in Prance today while 
in Britain Prime Minister Cham ber­ 
lain sought co-operation of labor to 
speed re-arm am ent, 
British 
labor, it 
appeared, was 
willing to co-operate with Cham ber­ 
lain on a non-political basis to place 
arm s and aircraft factories on dou­ 
ble shifts, providing the prime m in­ 
ister seasoned foreign policy to labor 
taste and pledged th a t union labor 
would not suffer from the speeding 
up. 
In France, an outbreak of new 
strikes, including several national­ 
ized factories, piled worry on top of 
worry for the Popular Front govern­ 
m ent of Socialist Leon Blum. 
The strikers, in the Paris and 
Lille regions, were largely “symbolic” 
movements—halting work for only a 
few hours in an effort to force new 
collective contracts. 
The French Cham ber of Deputies 
approved establishm ent of a new de­ 
partm ent to protect civilians in war 
with arrangem ents closely following 
B ritain's establishm ent of air raid 
shelters, civilian training and in­ 
struction of first air corps. 
Sue before this step was taken, 
revolt flared up in the French senate 
against the Popular Front govern­ 
ment—specifically 
Prem ier 
Blum's 
national defense financing plans. 
It, seemed a new crisis would be 
precipitated if Blum insisted on his 
plans. 
H ie Socialist party newspaper, Le 
Populaire, charged th at Blum ’s op­ 
position was prepared to “descend 
into the streets" to force form ation 
of a dictatorial “public safety" cab­ 
inet to be accompanied by suspen­ 
sion of political parties and dissolu­ 
tion of parliament. 
Insurgent armies took a new tack 
in their drive against northeastern 
territory 
of 
Government 
Spain, 
•Jutting their offensive to the north, 
aiming at Lerida, "key” to Catalonia 
and 80 miles west of Barcelona and 
the coast. 
Counter-attacking 
Chinese 
kept 
Japanese from crossing the Grand 
canal 22 miles north of Suchow on 
the central front of China and 
placed flanking units along a Jap a­ 
nese salient along the Tientsin-Pu- 
kow railway for 50 miles on each 
side. This threatened to force Jap a­ 
nese withdraw’al.

STATE SAYS 700 
NEED CARE FOR 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Harrisburg, March 24 (AP>.—The
